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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


With its twenty-fourth volume, the Australasian Journal of 
Psychology and Philosophy became the Australasian Journal of 
Philosophy. This seemed a suitable time to undertake a project the 
Executive had for some time envisaged: the preparation of a general 
index to the Journal. The co-operation was obtained of Mr. A. J. Baker 
and Mr. P. C. Gibbons, Teaching Fellows in Philosophy, Mr. D. M. 
McCallum, Teaching Fellow in Moral and Political Philosophy, and 
Mr. I. Waterhouse, Teaching Fellow in Psychology, of the University 
of Sydney. To all of these, and particularly to Mr. Gibbons and Mr. 
McCallum, the Association is very considerably indebted; the work of 
preparing an index of this kind is by no means light, and without 
their assistance it could not have been produced. 


The index is divided into two parts: an author index and a subject 
index, both arranged alphabetically. Articles, discussions, and 
researches and reports have regularly been included, but reviews only 
where they set out to make an independent contribution to the subject 
being discussed, and then they are indexed under the name of the 
reviewer and the subject in question. (In a few cases, under the 
name of the reviewer only.) A fuller review index would have been 
desirable, but it could not be undertaken for reasons of time and 
expense. 


Principally for the latter reason, the subject index is not quite 
as full as it might have been; it will need to be used with a certain 
amount of discrimination. Researches and reports, for example, have 
usually been grouped together under broad headings such as Psychology, 
Experimental; similarly, under headings like Philosophy will be found 
many articles which would otherwise have needed one or more special 
subject headings. It is hoped that the cross-reference entries will 
prove adequate. The usual practice has been adopted of referring from 
the broader to the narrower category, e.g. from Hthics to Good, and 
not vice versa.
